operate its railroad, or any portion or branch thereof, into and 
through this territory, and may build branches from any point on 
such extension to any place or places within this territory; and the 
railroad company of any other state or territory, or of the United 
States, which shall so purchase or lease a railroad or any part 
thereof in this territory, or shall extend or construct its road or any 
portion or branch thereof in this territory, shall possess and may 
exercise and enjoy, as to the control, management and operation of 
the said road, and as to the location, construction and operation of 
any extens‘on or branch thereof, all the rights, powers, privileges 
and franchises possessed by railroad corporations organized under 
the laws of this territory, including the exercise of the power of 
eminent domain. Such purchase, sale, consolidation with, or lease 
may be made or such aid furnished upon such terms and conditions 
as may be agreed upon by the directors or trustees of the respective 
companies; but the same shall be approved or ratified by persons

SHERIFFS AND COUNTY CLERKS. 
AN ACT Entitled “An Act Fixing the Compensation and Salaries of Certain 
County Officers and for Other Purposes.” 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming:

Section 1. That the persons and officers in this act men- 
tioned shall be entitled to receive for their services the compensa- 
tion herein allowed, and none other, except as expressly provided 
by law. 

SEc. 2. There shall be allowed and paid to the sheriffs of 
the several counties of this territory, salaries and allowances as fol- 
lows: In counties having an assessed valuation, according to the 
next preceding annual assessment, of not more than one million dol- 
lars, the annual salary of twelve hundred dollars. In counties hav- 
ing an assessed valuation, according to the next preceding annual 
assessment, of not less than one nor more than two million dollars, 
an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars. In counties having an 
assessed valuation of more than two million dollars and not exceed- 
ing five million dollars, according to the next preceding annual 
assessment, an annual salary of eighteen hundred dollars. In coun- 
ties having an assessed valuation of more than five million dollars, 
according | to the next preceding annual assessment, an annual salary 
of two thousand dollars. Said salaries shall be paid monthly by 
warrants issued as provided by law, by the proper authorities of the 
county for which such sheriff renders service as such, and shall be 
full compensation for all services rendered, except as otherwise 
herein provided; Provided further, That this shall not apply to 
counties Whose board of county commissioners meet quarterly, at 
which time said salaries shall be paid. Sheriffs shall have charge 
of the jails in their respective counties, and of the prisoners therein 
confined, and shall be paid sixty cents per day for the keeping, 
boarding and maintenance of each prisoner lawfully confined in 
such jail by the public authorities of the territory, for the time such 
prisoner is actually kept, boarded and maintained therein; and all 
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bills for the keeping, boarding and maintenance of such prisoners, 
shall be proved, audited, allowed and paid in the same manner as 
other bills against the county. He shall not be charged rent for 
any building owned by the county and occupied by him as a resi- 
dence. In all civil-cases pending in any of the courts of this terri- 
tory, the sheriff who m.ay be called upon to perform any official 
duty in respect to such causes, shall collect in advance from the 
party for whom the services are to be rendered, the following fees 
or charges for such services; Provided, That in cases where it is 
impr acticable to determine in advance the precise amount of such 
fees or charges, the sheriff shall receive from the party requiring 
his services, a deposit of money sufficiently large to cover the fees 
or charges for the services to be rendered, and should the sum so 
deposited be ascertained to be greater than the proper amount of 
such fees or charges, such excess to be immediately returned by the 
sheriff to the party making the deposit, upon the ascertainment of 
the true amount: For serving and returning any writ, process, 
order or notice, except as herein otherwise provided, for the first 


person served, fifty cents, and for each additional person served, ` 


fifteen cents; for serving order of attachment, order of arrest, order 
for the delivery of property, or order of injunction, seventy-five 

cents; for executing writ of possession, two dollars; for making 
levy under execution, or any other process when a levy i is required, 
one dollar; making return upon execution or other process where 
no property is found, fifteen cents; making return of not found, 
upon any process requiring service-thereof upon an individual, for 
each person returned not found, ten cents; for commission on mon- 
eys collected on execution or other final process where the same is 
collected without a sale of property, for the first five hundred dol- 
lars, two per cent, for the second five hundred dollars, one per cent, 
and for all over one thousand dollars, one-half of one per cent; 
where the collection is made upon a sale of property, the commis- 
sions allowed shall be as follows: On the first five hundred dol- 
lars, three per cent; on the second five hundred dollars, two per 
cent, and upon all over one thousand dollars, three-fourths of one 
per cent. Such commission shall in all cases be deducted by the 
sheriff making the collection and no deposit therefor shall be 


required of the party requiring the sheriff’s services; Provided, 


That for all fees and expenses of the sheriff for making the levy 
and advertisement of real property for sale (except commissions), 
the sheriff may require a deposit of the party for whose benefit the 
property is sold, for preparing and causing to be published adver- 
tisement of sale, one dollar; fo1 executing deed, when necessary to 
be made by sheriff upon ‘sale of any real property (iucluding 
acknowledgment), three dollars; for executing the writ of habeas 
corpus, one dollar; for executing order of commitment, fifty cents. 
The sheriffs shall be liable to their respective counties for the afore- 
said fees and charges. ‘They shall each keep a book wherein shall 
be set down an exact and detailed statement of all the sarvices ren- 
dered by them in such civil causes, and the amount of the fees and 
charges for such services,.such statement also to show the title of 
cause in which, and the name of the party for whom, such services 
were rendered. On the first Monday of each month, the said sher- 


iffs shall file in the office of the county clerk of their respective 


counties, a transcript of said book, verified by the affidavit of the 


- sheriff to the effect that the same sets forth truly all the services 
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rendered in such civil causes, the full and true amount of the fees 
and charges therefor, the names of the parties for whom such ser- 
vices, were rendered, and the exact and full amount of money 
which has come into the hands of such sheriff for such services ren- 
dered in the preceding month. And said sheriff shall also, on the 
first Monday of each month, deposit with the county treasurèr of 
their respective counties, to the credit of the district court fund, one- 
half of the amount of such fees and charges for services rendered 
in the preceding month; the said sheriffs retaining to their own use, 
the other one-half of such fees and charges as compensation in addi- 
tion to the salary hereinbefore provided for. The said county 
treasurer shall receipt in duplicate to the said sheriffs for such sum 
so deposited, one of which receipts shall be immediately filed by 
the sheriff in the office of the county clerk, and the other thereof 
retained by said sheriff.

(including certificate and seal), when said abstract contains five con- 
veyances or less, one dollar and fifty cents; for each additional convey- 
ance or entry, ten cents; for making search of record where no 
certificate is given, twenty-five cents; for making copies of records, 
fifty cents for first one hundred words and ten cents for each addi- 
tional one hundred words; for each certificate and seal, twenty-five 
cents; for each certificate of magistry under seal, fifty cents; for 
taking acknowledgment, twenty-five cents for first person and fif- 
teen cents for each additional person, the same to include the cer- `- 
tificate and seal; for releasing mortgage or other lien on record, 
fifty cents; for issuing and recording marriage licenses, two dollars; 
for approving bond or undertaking, including justification of sure- 
ties, seventy-five cents; for filing each paper required by law, to be 

i . filed but not recorded, fifty cents. The county clerk and ex-officio 

register of deeds shall be liable to their respective counties for the 
aforesaid fees and charges. They shall each keep a book in their 
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respective offices, -wherein shall be accurately kept an accurate 
account of all moneys coming into their hands for such services, | 
and wherein the services rendered by them as ex-officio register of 
deeds are fully and accurately stated; and on the first Monday of 

each ménth they shall deposit with the county treasurer of their 
respective counties, one-half of the amount of all the fees and 
charges for services rendered by theay as such ex-officio register of 
deeds during the next preceding month, retaining the other one- 
half thereof to their own use as compensation, in addition to the 
salary hereinbefore providea. The said county treasurer shall exe- 
cute and deliver to said county clerk duplicate receipts for the same 
so paid in, one of which shall be filed by the said county clerk in 
his othce and the other to be retained by him. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the board of county commissioners of any 
county of this territory shall deem that a necessity exists for the 
appointment of any deputy or deputies to enavle the county clerk 
or the ex-officio register of deeds to properly discharge the duties 
of his office, they shall so certify by a minute entered of record in 
the journal of their proceedings, and by said minute they shall fix 
the number of deputies to be so employed, the officer to assist whom 
the¥ shall be employed, the time for which such deputy or deputies 
shall be employed, and the compensation to be paid to any such 
deputy; /rovzded, That no such deputy shall receive as such com- 
pensation a sum in excess of sixty dollars per month, and there- 
upon the county clerk and ex-officio register of deeds may appoint 
some suitable person or persons as such deputy or deputies. The 
compensation of such deputies shall be paid by the counties for 
which they are appointed, in the manner that other salaries are paid.

FUNDING COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 


AN ACT to Amend and Re-enact Section One of “An Act Authorizing the 
Redemption of County Indebtedness,” Approved March 2, 1888. 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of the 
Territory of Wyoming: 

SECTION 1. That section one of “An Act Authorizing the 

Redemption of County Indebtedness,” approved March 2, 1858, 


is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: “Section 1. 
The board of county commissioners of any county may issue 


negotiable coupon bonds of their county for the purpose of paying: 
redeeming, funding or refunding the principal and interest of any , 


indebtedness of their county when the same can be done at a lower 
rate of interest and to the profit and benefit of the county. Said 
bonds shall be issued as near as practicable in-denominations of one 
thousand dollars each but bonds of the denominations of five 
hundred dollars and one hundred dollars may be issued when neces- 
sary. Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six 
per cent per annum to be paid on the first day of January and the 
first day of July in each year at the office of the county treasurer 
or at such bank in the city of New York as may be designated by 
the board of county commissioners at the option of the holder 
thereof. Such bonds shall be redeemed by the county in the fol- 
lowing manner: Ten per cent of the total amount issued shall be 
paid in ten years from the date of issue and ten per cent of the 
total amount annually thereafter until all of said bonds are paid, 
making the last bonds redeemable twenty years from the date of 
issue. But said bonds or any part thereof may at the option of the 
county issuing the same be redeemed at any time after five years 
from the date of their issue; Provided, Such time and option be 
stated upon the face of each bond and each bond shall be redeemed 
in the order it is numbered. The total amount of bonds issued at 
any time under the provisions of this act together with the existing 
indebtedness of such county shall not exceed four per centum of 
the total assessed valuation of the property in such county as deter- 
mined by the last assessment for county and territorial purposes 
preceeding the issuance of such bonds.” 

Sec. 2. In case any county shall, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of this act, desire to fund, refund, pay or redeem any of its 
outstanding indebtedness such county may call in such of its war- 
rants as are to be so redeemed by advertisement for two weeks in 
the official newspaper of the county and such advertisement shall 
notify the holders that interest will cease in twenty days after the 
date of such notice. " 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

AN ACT to Provide for Certain Corporations. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of: the 
Territory of Wyoming : 

Building SECTION 1. Whenever any number of persons not less than 

and dpan as-five desire to be incorporated, as a building and loan association 
for the purpose of accumulating the savings and funds of its mem- 
bers and lending them only the funds so accumulated, they may 
make and execute articles of incorporation in accordance with sec- 
tion five hundred and one of the Revised Statutes of this territory, 

- concerning the formation of corporations, and when they have 
corńíplied with the requirements of said section and shall have filed 
their certificate with the secretary of the territory and otherwise as 
required by the general incorporation act, the persons who have so 
executed said certificate in duplicate with their associates and suc- 
cessors, shall be a body -politic and corperate with the powers given 
to other corporations as to sueing, adopting a common seal and 
acquiring real and personal property by the general incorporation 
laws of Wyoming and shall continue in existence until the stock, 
by payment of dues, interest and other charges shall attain a par 
value. 

Sec. 2. Such incorporations when formed, are authorized 
and empowered, to levy, assess and collect from its members, such 
sums of morey, by rates of stated dues, fines, interest on loans, and 
premiums bid by members for the right of precedence in taking 
loans, as the corporation by its by-laws may adopt; also to acquire, 
hold, encumber and convey all such real estate and personal prop- 
erty as may be legitimately pledged to it on such loans or may 
otherwise be transferred to it the regular course of its business. 

A P Sec. 3. The shares of stock of mutual loan and building 
shares. associations shall be assessed at their cash value, but only the unre- 

deemed shares of such stock shall be taxed and these shall be listed 
_- _ to the individual owners thereof. 

Benefit Sec. 4. Whenever any number of persons not less than’ five 
building loan desire to be incorporated as a benefit, building, loan and trust 
sociations. association, for the purpose of accumulating the savings and funds 

of its members, and lending the same to its members and others, 
-they may make and execute certificates of incorporation in accord- 
ance with section five hundred and one of: the Revised Statutes of 
Wyoming, concerning the creation and regulation of corporations 
and shall have filed one_of said duplicate certificates with the sec- 
retary of the territory and the other with the county clerk of the 
county within which thé principal office and place of business is 
located, and fully comply with the requirement of section five 
hundred and two of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, the per 
. sons who have so executed said certificate, with their associates and 
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successors, shall be a body politic and corporate with powers con- 
ferred on corporations by the general incorporation statutes of 
W yoming. = 

Src. 5. Corporations formed under the provisions of section 
four of this act, may issue the stock thereof in series, and with 
such number of shares in each series as may suit the convenience 
of the corporation and as may be provided by the by-laws, Pro- 
vided, That each series shall have its equitable share and participa- 
tion in the profits and accumulations of the corporation according 
to the amount paid thereon. 

Sec. 6. Such corporation may issue a certain number of its 
shares as full paid stock to be called series “A,” and the moneys 
arising from such full paid stock shall be used and retained by the 
corporation as a perpetual fund for purposes of loans and invest- 
ments; Provided, That the full paid stock of any association formed 
under this act shallsnot be issued for a less amount than fifty 
thousand dollars. 

Sec. 7. Corporations formed under section four of this act 
shall have power to loan the funds of the association accumulated 
for that purpose to the members of the association and to others 
when thought advisable, taking notes secured by mortgage or 
trust deed; to buy in real estate where sold on forfeiture or other- 
wise; to make a debt secured thereby; to sell or otherwise encum- 
ber such real estate‘as the interests of the corporation may require; 
to buy real estate, erect buildings thereon for sale to the members 
of the association or others; and generally to use the funds of the 
associations for loans on real estate or the purchase thereof, as the 
interests of the corporation may seem to-require and as may be 
provided by the by-laws, and to raise money for these purposes, 
may levy, assess and collect from the members whose stock is not 
full paid, such sums of money by rates of stated dues, fines 
premiums on loans, and interest on loads, as may be provided by 
the by-laws, and shall have and exercise all other powers incident 
to, and proper to be exercised to carry into effect the general pur- 
poses of the corporation. - . : 

Sec. 8. So much of the earnings of the association as may 
be necessary shall be set apart for the payment of expenses, includ- 

_ing salaries to officers, servants and employes, and also the board of 
directors shall set aside annually or semi-annually, as may be re- 
quired, from the earnings of the association, a sufficient sum to 
provide for any lossés that may have occurred in the meantime, 
and the residue of the earnings and profits shall be transferred to 
the members borrowing and non-borrowing, ratably, according to 
the amount paid on the stock of such members, and to be paid to 
the members at such time and in such manner as the association by 
its by-laws shall provide. 

Sec. 9. The shares of stock of an association formed under 
said section four of this act, shall not be subject to taxation, but all 
moneys accumulated by the association and all property owned by 
it shall be assessed to the corporation as like~property is assessed to 
individuals and such assessment shall be made in the county where 
the principal office and place of business of such corporation is” lo- 
cated.

and for taking such bail the judge or justice of the peace may by 
his special warrant, under his hand and official signature, reqiuie

The capital stock of each bank and banking 
association organized under this act, shall be subscribed for as full 
paid stock, and no such association shall organize with a capital 
stock less than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) in a town or city of 
less than one thousand inhabitants; not less than twenty-five thous- 
and dollars .( $25,000) in a town or city containing from one thous- 
and to two thousand inhabitants; not less than fifty.thousand dol- 
lars ($50,000) in a town or city containing from two thousand 
(2,000) to five thousand (5,000) inhabitants, and not less than one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) in a town or city containing 
over five thousand (5,000) inhabitants, and fifty per cent of such 
stock shall be fully paid in before any such association shall be per- 
mitted to transact any business; Provided, The foregoing provis- 
ions of this section shall apply to all savings banks and loan and 
trust companies organized under this act, and the balance of said 
stock shall be fully paid up from time to time, as the by-laws of 
such company may direct, not later than six months from the date 
of its organization. After its organization and beforesuch association 
shall commence business, its board of directors shall cause a state- 
‘ment in writing to be prepared, showing that its capital has been 
fully subscribed, and that the amount herein required has been 
actually paid in, and that the law has been fully complied with as 
to its organization, which statement shall be sworn to by its presi- 
dent and secretary and filed in the office of the auditor of the terri- 
tory; whereupon the said auditor shall issue a certificate in writing 
and under his official seal, showing that such association has com- 
plied with the laws of the territory in its organization ana is author- 
ized to carry on a banking business.”

specified, but all fees in justices courts in civil business or causes 
shall be paid by the parties for whom the services are rendered, to-

cases where any person shall be arrested charged with any offense, 
and the court upon hearing or trial thereof shall be of the opinion 
that there was not probable cause for causing such arrest, and that 
the complaint was maliciously made, it shall tax the costs of the 
proceedings to the prosecuting witness, and render judgment there- 
for against him, which shall be collected in the same manner as 
other judgments. No more than fifteen dollars justice’s costs shall 
be charged in any criminal cause. For performing the marriage 
ceremony and making returns thereof the justice of the peace 
shall receive two dollars; for transmitting papers on change of 
venue, fifty cents; also for certificate of justice, twenty-five cents; 
also taking answers of garnishee including affidavit, fifty cents; 
for issuing writ of restitution, one dollar; also for issuing attach- 
ment for contempt, fifty cents. 

Sec. 3. There shall be paid to the county assessors of the 
several counties in this territory, salaries as follows: In counties 
having an assessed valuation, according to the next preceding an- 
nual assessment of less than one million dollars, an annual salary of 
two hundred dollars. In counties having an assessed valuation ac- 
cording to the next preceding annual assessment, of not less than 
one million dollars, nor more than two million dollars, an annual 
salary of three hundred dollars. In counties having an assessed 
_ valuation according to the next preceding annual assessment of 
more than twe millions dollars, and not exceeding five million dol- 
lars, an annual salary of four hundred dollars. In counties having 
an assessed valuation, according to the next preceding annual as- 
sessment of more than five million dollars, an annual salary of five 
hundred dollars. In addition to the foregoing ‘salaries, the said 
county-assessors shall receive an amount equal to one-eighth of one 
mill per dollar upon the equalized value of all property actually 
` assessed by him; Provided, however, That he shall not be entitled 
to said percentage upon the value of any property wrongfully and 
unlawfully assessed by him; and, Provided further, That the asses- 
sor, or his deputy shall be paid his actual and necessary expenses of 
travel in making the assessment, which amount of expenses before 
being allowed shall be made out in separate items, and must be 
shown by the affidavit of the assessor, or his deputy, to have “been 
actually paid by him, to be just and correct, and in addition thereto 
must be accompanied by a receipted voucher for each item of ex- 
penditure claimed. z 

SEC. 4. Whenever a sum of money has been voted by a 
district the elerk shall, under the supervision of the director, make 
out and certify, over his official signature, the amount of money 
voted in his district, and on-or before the fourth Monday in May 
in each’ year, cause the same to be filed in the office of the 
clerk of the board of county commissioners. The clerk shall also, 
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at the same time, notify the county assessor, in writing, of the 
action: of the district meeting. The county assessor shall, at the 
time of making the county assessment, also assess the property of 
each district from whith he has received notification as aforesaid, 
and reiurn to fhe county clerk, at the time of returning the county 
assessment roll, a separate roll of each district by him assessed, for 
which services he shall receive three dollars per day for the time 
actually employed in making such separate assessment roll, which 
sum shall be paid out of the treasury of each district so assessed ; 
Provided, That in no county shall ‘any assessor be paid a sum in 
any one year in excess of one hundred dollars for making out all 
the school district assessment rolls for the several districts.

Sec. 6. The county surveyor shall receive six dollars per 
day for the time actually and necessarily employed in going from 


his office to the place where a survey is to made, making the survey, - 


and returning to his office, to be paid by tne party at whose instance 
the survey is made. He shall also receive the following fees: For 
each copy of plat or certificate of survey, four dollars; for making 
out a complete report of any survey made by authority of the 
county commissioners, four dollars, for recording survey,-per foiio, 
forty cents; all expenses of chainméh, axmen and other necessary 
assistance shall be furnished by the person or party for whom the

The proper notice 
heing given as above set forth, the county surveyor shall upon: the 
day named in said notice proceed to establish such monument in ac- 
cordance with the instructions issued by the general land office of 
the Unitéd States government.

© House Joint Resolution No. 1. 


Be it Resolved by the Counciland the Houseof Representatives of the Eleventh 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, that the Cou- 
gress of the United States of America, be Memorialized as Follows: 


MEMORIAL. 


The eleventh legislative assembly of the territory of Wyoming respectfully 
repreesents to the congress of the United States of America, the following: . 

The last preceding legislative assembly of this territory adopted and for- 
warded a memorial to congress, praying for admission into the Federal Union, 
Since that time, which was about two years ago, a bill for that purpose was 
introduced into each branch of congress, and reported favorably, in each house 
at the close of the last session, but too late for action by those bodies. Encour- 
aged by these favorable movements on the part of. the committees of congress 
the people of this territory, through the several boards ofthe county commission- 
ers, petitioned the governor to‘proceed under the senate bill for the admission 
of Wyoming, to call a constitutional convention, and an election was ordered 
for such*purpose. The members elect convened last September at the capitol 
of the territory, and after a thirty days sesssion, framed a constitution for the 
State of Wyoming, which was submitted to the people at a special election 
held on the fifth day of November last, and adopted at that time, by a large 
majority. The proper committee of the constitutional convention, duly author- 
ized thereby,.has laid before your honorable bodies, the constitution, and their 
appeal for admission. We deem it our duty to renew the memorial adopted 
by our predecessors, which has been fortified by the vote of the people, a pre- 
cedent followed by anumber of states, which have obtained admission without 
an enabling act. All of the arguments for admission detailed in the memorial 
of the last legislative assembly, herein referred fo, exist now in an augmented 
degree. The territory has largely increased in population and wealth. Our 
actual assessable property is nearly one hundred millions, while our territorial 
debt is but three hundred and twenty thousand dollars, representing an expen- 
diture for public‘ buildings, namely: a capitol, a university, an asylum for the 
insane, a deaf mute institute, and the preparation for a territorial penitentiary, 
which are worth much more than the sum expended in their erection. We 
annually expend for the support of our common schools, for county purposes, 
including internal improvements, for courts and for territorial purposes, more 
than twenty times the amount received from the government. Our territory 
will soon be traversed by three great trans-continental routes, in addition to 
one now crossing the southcrn part of the territory, and one piercing its center. 
Our great mineral resources are actual and no longer problematical, and with- 
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| 
Ca these, and or vast agricultural area and grazing area, we are fitted fora great, 
prosperous and stable commonwealth, while the small percentage of illiteracy 
s , within our limits demonstrates that we shall be governed wisely and economi- 
cally by ourselves. Our people without regard to party affiliations, are ready 
and-eager to assume and bear the additional burdens of statehood, and to 
escape from the disadvantages of territorrial vassalage. We have witnessed 
‘he growth of three great comonwealths bordering us on three sides, and are 
impatient to share with them the benefits of home rule. Believing then, that the 
people of Wyoming are fully equipped for statehood, this legislative assembly, 
one branch of which is ‘republican and the other democratic, i in the name and 
by the authority of the peuple of this commonwealth, respectfully urges upon 
we ? congress, the immediate admission of Wyoming, as a state of the federal 
- union. -

Your memorialists, the eleventh assembly of the legislature of the Terri- 
tory of Wyoming would most respectfully represent:— ¢ 

That a convention was held in the City of Denver, Colorado, in August, 
1888, composed of representative men of the several states and territories of 
the entire trans- Mississippi valley and at that convention a permanent inter- 
state deep harbor committee was appointed to urge upon the congress of the 
United States a liberal and sufficient appropriation for the construction of a 


“deep harbor at some point on the Gulf of Mexico. That on October ist, 


188, a session of the inter-state deep harbor convention in furtherance of the 
cogstruction of such harbor was holden at the City of Topeaka, Kansas, 
whi¢h convention was the most largely attended and thoroughly representative 
assembly that has ever been convened in the great west. In these conven- 
tions the leading and representative men of Wyoming territory have taken 
an active part. Boards of trade throughout our territory, the constitutional 
conv ention of the territery by resolutions have unanimously adopted the 
sentiments of these deep harbor conventions. 

The interest taken in these great conventions by our representative men 
mects with the unqualified approval of the people of this territory. 

«It will give some idea of the wealth of the country west of the’ Mississ- 
ippi river which most.all have its nearest Atlantic port in the harbor we ask 
the government to construct. When you are told that the agricultural lands 
are not half occupied and that the Rocky Mountain country is not only our 
greatest source of gold, silver, copper, “and lead, but contains mostly undevel- 
oped, the most danas deposits of iron, of coal, and of oil.” 

W yoming territory has all of these sources of wealth in abundance and yet 
her mining and agricultural industries are still in their infancy. The Terri- 
tory of Wyoming, unaided by government assistance, laboring under all of 
the many disadvantages necessarily incident to a territorial form of govern- 
ment, has arrived at that stage of, development when it is asking, as your 
memorialists believe justly, for admission into the sisterhood of states, we most 
respectfully call your attention to the fact that the great west has submitted 
the selection of the location for the deep water harbor to the judgment of the 
congress of the United States; that no locality has been demanded; that the 
congress has taken the judgment of an impartial and unbiased board of engi- 
neers of the war department as to location and cost of construction of said 
harbor. That this board have selected the harbor of Galveston, Texas, and 
recommended the immediate appropriation of $6,200,000 for the work. 

To the end therefore that Wyoming in common with its sister states and 
territories in the trans- Mississippi country may be afforded better facilities for 
reaching the Atlantic seaboard and that her almost unlimited resources may 
be more rapidly developed; that the railroad building now in progress within 


her borders may receive a new and additional impetus.

Bett Resolved by the Council and House of Representatives of the Eleventh 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming to Memoralize the 
Congress of the United States of America, as Follows: 


The eleventh legislative assembly of the Territory of Wyoming in session 
assembled, respectfully represents to the congress of the United States of 
America, the following: Thatthe Fort Sanders military reservation, the Fort 
Fetterman military reservation, the Fort Fetterman hay reservation and all the 
other military, hay and wood reservations included in the act of congress, en- 
titled “An Act to Provide for the Disposal of Abandoned and Useless Mili- 

> tary Reservations,” approved July 5th, 1584, and lying witnin the Territory 
~ of Wyoming, have been abandoned for about seven years. That since the 
passage of said act, and in some cases prior thereto, many bona fide settlers, 
and residents have entered said reservations and have enclosed lands thereon, 

cultivated and irrigated the same and constructed valuable and permanent im- 
provements thereon, without any protest or molestation from the United 
States officials, they believing that if such lands were sold and disposed of they 
would be entitled to purchase and enter the same under the land laws of the 
United States, in preference to others. 

_ Thatin no case has any person entered, settled upon or improved any of 
the lands in such reservations for the purposes of speculation, but with the 
bona fide and actual intention to acquire homes thereon; and since their occu- 
pancy of said lands they have been engaged in the business of stockgrowing 
and agriculture thereon. That the lands of such military, hay and Wood res- 
ervations are, in their natural state, desert and unproductive in character, and 
must be irrigated in order to preduce agricultural crops, and they have been to 
a great extento reclaimed by the parties who have settled upon said lands. 
That the present law does not apply to but few, if any, of the persons now 
occupying said lands, and if carried out will result ın the ousting of these set- 
tlers and occupants and work. a great hardship to them and in favor of specu- 
lators, as the lands can now be sold only in forty-acre tracts, and owing to the 
altitude of all the said reservations above sea level, each forty-acre tract will 
be of no value to actual settlers and only of value to speculators, who will be- 

' come enriched by the toil and industry of other men. We therefore respect- 
| fully recommend that an act be passed by congress, amending said act, and 
that the same be so amended as to permit the land to be sold to the settlers and 
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. occupants now located upon the same, each to thé extent of one section at the 


price of one dollar and twenty-five cents an acre.

INDIAN DEPREDATION CLAIMS.

Memorial and joint resolution of the governor and legislative assembly of 
the Territory of Wyoming with reference to the payment of Indian 
depredation claims.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress Assembled: I ee 


Your memorialists, the legislative assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, 
most respectfully represent that a large number of pioneers in and travellers 
through our western states and territories, have within the last thirty years un- 
fortunately become the victims of Indian avarice, malevolence and robbery. 
That in thousands of cases the settlers upon the public domain have been ruth- 
lessly robbed of their property, and in hundreds ‘of instances the robbery was 
accompanied with murder and other. crimes of the most hideous character, com- 
mitted by the numerous bands of Indians inhabiting the country lying west of 
the Missouri river, and that notwithstanding the fact that. treaties have been 


made between the United States and the tribes who have been guilty of dep- - 


redating upon our citizens during that time, by the terms of which it was 
agreed that reparation should be made to those of our people who had suffered 
fosses in property at hands of the Indians, and congress has passed laws. 
prescribing the manner in which claims for losses thus sustained should be made - 
out and established; and in pursuance thereof thousands of claims have been 
made and filed in the office of the commissioner of Indian affairs, and very 
many of these claims have been examined by the various incumbents of that 
office since said claims were filed therein, and found fully or partially proven 
and established as required by law; and more than one secretary of the interior 
has reported many of the claims to congress, recommending their’ payment in 
the amounts found proven as aforesaid. Yet congress has omitted to act upon 
the recommendations of Secretary Chandler and. many of his successors in 
office, in this matter, and failed to make the appropriations of money necessary 
to pay the claims thus established and reported; but has by law created the 
office of special agent of the department for the purpose of re-investigating and 


taking testimony anew to re-establish and prove these claims, and made liberal 


appropriations for the compensation of and expenses of said special agents, whose 
work in a great measure we believe to be one of supererogation; certainly it 
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has borne no fruit for the claimant. Wherefor, we,your memorialisst, respectful- 
ly ask that justice be meted out io the pioneers who endured the hardships of 
frontier life, made the roads, built the bridges, erected the $chool houses and 
churchesand unlocked the treasure house of thenationin the Sierras and Rock- 
ies, making it possible for a higher civilization to exist in this trans-Missouri 
country, by;making without further delay the necessary appropriation to pay all 
these claims that have been heretofore examined by any commissioner of Indian 
affairs and reported by such commissioner and his superior othicer,the secretary 
of the interior, to congress-with the recommendation that said claims be paid, 
in whole or in part, as the case may be, and that such further legislation be had 
as will insure the speedy and equitable adjustment and payment of all such 
claims that can be fairly proven to exist and have not for any reason hereto- 
fore been favorably reported to congress, and as in duty bound wē will ever 
pray, etc. a 
Resolved, That his excellency, the governor of the Territory of Wyoming, 
be and he ıs hereby authorized and requested to cause to be furnished to Hon. 
Joseph M. Carey our delegate in congress, to the president of the senate and

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PHIL KEARNEY MASSACRE.

Relating to the Phil Kearney massacre of December 21st, 1866. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 


States tr C ongress Assembled: 3. 
- Your memorialists, the eleventh legislative assembly of the territory of 


Wyoming, would respectfully represent: That on December 21st, 1866, now 
almost a quarter of a century ago, there occurred within the territorial limits 
of what is now known as Johnson and Sheridan counties, W yoming, one of 
the most cruel and heart rending Indian massacres that the present century 
records, wherein Brévet Lieutenant William F. Fetterman, captain company 
«A, 18th regiment, U. S. Infantry, and eighty-seven others of his brave and 


loyal companions and including several private citizens laid down theii 


lives in that terrible strife and sanctified the soil now inherited by the citizens 


of our territory by their life blood, freely and nobly spilled in the performance 


of duty. 


Your memorialists further represent that no nonumental shaft or even a 


lowly cross of wood has been placed to mark the spot where they so nobly 
exemplified their devotion to country and duty, and to this day no mark of 
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remembrance of the Phil Kearney masacre has been made save only in the 
name “Massacre Hill,” by which the battle field is known. 


Your memorialists further represent that citizens of this territory in, 


humble appreciation and acknowledgment of their ‘debt of gratitude to that 
gallant band of officers, soldiers and citizens, and to the end that their memo- 


ries and the sacrifice which they made may be perpetuated in history, have . 


organized and incorporated an association under the name of “The Massacre 
Hill Monument Association,” for the following purposes expressed in their 
articles of incorporation on file in the office of the secretary of Wyoming, viz: 
“That the purposes for which the association+is formed are to establish and 
maintain a society for the preservation of the history of the Phil Kearney 
masacre, of December 21st, 1866; to purchase or receive by gift or otherwise 
personal estatesuch as may be necessary or proper for the purposes of such cor- 
poration, and to dispose of the same. To purchase or recive by gift, grant, de- 
vise or otherwise, real estate such as may be necessaiy or proper for the purpose 
of the corporation;'to erect and maintain a monument on the site of the Phil 
Kearney massacre to commemorate and honor the officers, soldiers and citizens 
who gave up their life on that fatal field; to collect and provide for the keep- 
ing and classification of relics of the said Phil Kearney massacre, and to col- 
lect, preserve and publish historical facts, data and history of the said Phil 
Kearney massacre.” 

Your memorialists further represent: That the site of said battleground 
is vacant and unoccupied public lands,so high and broken that it is of ño” value 
for agricultural purposes and that no title thereto can be obtained by said asso- 
ciation; that it will require a large sum of money to carry out the entire provisions 
- of said association, and that the collection, preservation and publication ef his- 
torical facts, data arid history of said massacre should first receive attention 
while persons are still living having knowledge thereof. 

Your memoralists therefore pray your honorable bodiés to provide by suit- 
able legislation for the donation ‘of said battle ground to said association for the 
purposes of said association, and that the, honorable secretary of war or a board 


of engineers of the war department may be authorized and required to co- -op- ` 


erate with said association in the erection of the memorial monument on said 
battle ground, and that at least ten thousand dollars be appropriated therefor 
by the United States, to be expended under the direction of the honorable sec- 
retary of war, or under such other regulations as may to congress seem meet. 
That an authenticated copy in duplicate of this memorial be forwarded by 
the honorable secretary of the territory to the Honorable J. M. Carey, our del- 
egate in congress, for presentation to both houses’ of “congress for considera- 
tion, and an additional copy for presentation to the honorable secretary of war.
